In the Diilv Louisville Democrat Of this day'* 
date I obetfire the following paragraph: 

"It appears from the Y soman that Mr. Harlan, 
the Upposili'in candidate lor Congress in the 
Eighth District, wrote a letter to the New Albany 
Tribune advocating the election of Morton, Black 
Republican, over WMIanl, in the Gubernatorial 
contest. The Ycomoi publishes the letter." 

As your p per has a large circulation in the 
various counties comp'ising this Congressional Dis- 
trict, I desire to state through its columns that I 
am not the author of the letter referred to, or any 
other letter advocating the election of Morton 
over Willard. 

1 was i:ever consulted in reference to, nor did 
I ever indorse or approve the writing of any Mich 
letter. I was not inlonned that such a letter 
would be written, nor thai it had been written 
until some weeks after it w is published in the 
Yeoman, which was near the close ol the l're*i- 
dcutiil canvass ol 1856, On the day the letter 
bears date, (September 12, IsaG.j I addressed a 
large crowd in Willi im-Jburir, Whillev count' , 
Kentuc ky, in favor of the •lection ot Fillmore 
and Dunne son. 

Will the Democrat as well as the Yeoman do 
me the favor to publish this card?

We publish the above, which came to us in 
an indirect way, to oblige Mr. Harlan. As ho 
has requested us to publish it, a word of oom- 
mcnt may not be out of place. We make no 
objection to the style or matter of this com- 
munication, but we must be allowed to state 
that we think it is given to the world at a re- 
markably late period. About three years ago 
the Yeoman first copied the famous Morton 
letter sent from this place to Mr. Gregg, edi- 
tor of the New Albany (Ind.) Trabunc, and 
relying upon the statement of the gen- 
tleman to whom it was addressed that it 
was the production of "a Fillmore Elector in 
the State of Kentucky," we called upon John 
Harlan to come forward and deny that he 
wrote it. 

lie failed to do so in a public manner, so 
far as wc are informed, and Mr. Gregg never, 
so far as wc have heard, exonerated Gen. Har- 
lan from the authorship of the letter, although 
the discussion upon the subject between the 
two newspapers at this place must have met 
his eye at the time, and although Mr. Ilai- 
lan's organ expressed the belief, if not the 
wish, that he would make the correction. Mr. 
Gregg is now dead. To do justice to all par- 
ties, it is proper to state that shortly after the 
first publication of the Morton letter in the 
Yeoman, Mr. Harlan's brother, t'ol. VV. L. 
Harlan, published a short card, claiming ti e 
authorship of the letter for himself: but Gen. 
John Harlan, as. we infer, did not then think 
his supposed connection w ith a document ad- 
vocating the election of Morton over Willard 
of sufficient importance to demand a denial 
over his own signature. If this remarkable 
conduct argues a change in the public senti- 
ment upon charges of affiliation and sympathy 
with the Northern Black Republican party, 
we are glad to see it, and wc cheerfully give 
Mr. Harlan the use of our columns to set him- 
self right before the public, l'ut he is re- 
markably slow in repudiating Mortonisni. 

Assuming that Col. Win, Harlan wrote the 
Morton letter, we would like to know how the 
fact stilted in that letter, that all the able men 
of Frankfort concurred in the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the writer can be reconciled with 
the statements made in the communication at 
the head of these remarks. We admit that it can 
be done by supposing Gen. Harlan not to be 
of the number of able men at this place; yet 
he was making American speeches throughout 
the country as Assistant Elector for the State 
at large. Wc are willing to take Mr. Har- 
lan's statement u|K>n matters of a personal 
character concerning himself, from the respect 
we entertain for him as a gentleman, but cer- 
tainly it was very natural to conclude that 
his brother, when he claimed the indorsement 
of his sentiments by the able men of this 
place, included in the number the prominent 
members of his own family.

Garrett Davis on Old -Line Whigs 

We have heretofore published the corres- 
pondence between Simms and Davis, and now- 
lay before our readers the entire article out of: 
which the difficulty grew, as we find it in sev- 
BnU of our Opposition exchanges. It will be , 
seen, from a perusal, that Mr. Davis was vary 
severe upon old-line Whigs generally, as well 
as upon Capt. Simms: 

Capt. Simms as a Wmo. — Capt. Simms is a very 
p eas.mt and courteous gentleman, ot fair talents 
and high aspiration; who has always appraised 
hlmwill a little above Ins full value. He was 
first a candidate tor the house of the State Leg- 
islature in this o.unty.iu 1SI6. He«as then 
a very decided and conservative Whig, and took 
strong ground against submitting to the people I 
the question, whether a convention should be 
called to revise the const/nut on ot the State. 
He was defeated. In lSI'J he au'ain became a 1 
candidate lor the same place, and openly avowed 
•lis adherence to Whig principles and measures, i 
a< d indeed assumed to be one of their champions. 
He was elected, and at the ensuing session was 
made chairman of the House committee on "fed- 
eral relations. " Dining the session he never 
wavered in his support of Whig doc rine and . 
measures, and his fidelity to them was then above 
suspicion In 1849, Be aspired to represent this 
Senatorial district in the Legislature, and he im- 
portuiielv sought the Whig nomination lor the 
place. The name of Capt. John Cunningham, 
a soldier of the war of If 12, I much older, and 
as true a Whig as Capt. Simms, or any other 
man, was presented for the same no'i.ination. 
Not fiom any purpose to slight, or under rate 
Capt. Simms, the Whigs ol the county manifested 
a prompt and decided preference for the "war- 
worn veteran " Then, for the first time, did the 
Capt manilest discontent, not with Whigism or the 
Whig part «, kut with that l u ge majority of it 
in Bourbon county which had picfeired Capt. 
Cunningham to himself; and lor no other known 
cau-e, he suspended friendly relations with sun- 
drv genth men, lieta-een w'-om and himself the 
courteous terms had previously subsisted- 
In 1853, 'he Whigs of the district held a conven- 
tion to nominate a candidate in opposition to 
John C. Breckinridge, who was a candidate for 
re-election, and in this we think his courage got 
the bet'erof his discretion, for though I am lar 
from b lieving Mr. Breckinridge to be the gn at 
man which his Iriends proclaim him, yet I thought, 
anil I still think, he would have given our Capt 
a terrible overthrow. So thought the convention. 
Capt. Simms became more eager and importunate 
for this nomination than he hud beci. for any pre 
vious one he strongly solicited many Whigs 
personally for their support. lie importuned 
delegates to at end the convention and to work 
(of him, and urge his claims upon it, and some of 

then good naturedly promised him to do so, and 

they faithfully redeemed that promise. But the 
convention thought it moat w ise not then to run 
Capt. Simm*, aud Governor Letcher fairly, and by 
a large majority, was nominal ed over him. Capt. j 
Simms' honor, nil fidelity to his party and the prin- | 
ciples which he professed, and also to the political 
aM personal friends whom he had prevailed to 
go into convention and ur.e his nomination, all 
required him to support and vote for the nomi- 
nee; lo* he anil I is friends were Impliedly, but in 
the strongest manner, pledged that ' ie should. 
Even among blacklegs, if one put up his stake 
intending to take all if he win, lie would not be 
tolerate t by that class of gentry, much le-s by 
the honest part of the world outride of it, to' 
suaich up Ins stake. I profess a sincere personal 
reaped lor Capt. Simms, which 1 would not pro- ' 
less if I did not feel; and both my personal and 
political regard for him caused me to regret that 
lie did net, and that he could not be induced to 
vote lor Gov. Letcher. I suppo e that Capi. 
S inms then became fully satisfied that his am 
bitious hope- would not soon be realized in the 
party o which he belonged, and he then si aptly 
determined to go over to the camp ol that enemy 
against whom he had warred from his earliest 
manhood, and Bant lor higher pay than he was 
receiving from those who were struggling to bring 
the principles which he professed into the asceu-1 
dent. Capt. S lums did not vote between MOie- 
head and CI u k, but in the ensuing campaign bs 
went over to the en my, horse loot and dragoons, 
took the field for Buchanan, and then became 
Edi'or ol the 'Flag." 

Captain Simms ahainst Governor MoBBHKSDa 
Capt. Snnins did not vote for laorehead agaiu-t 
Beverly Clark, four years ago. No Gov- i 
emor has ever given the people of Kentucky a 
better administration of their govetnnent than 
M ireheid, and yet Capt Simms h is not sustain- 
ed it. Will men who voted for Morehesil, and ' 
who approve his administration, vote for Capt. 
Simms ? 

Capt. Simms Reverences the Memory or 
Henry Ci.AV.-Capt. Simms. in Ins speech on 
Thursday last, declared that there lived no man, 
who held the services, the character, aud the 
memory of Mr Clay in greater regard and rev- 
erence than he did. Linn Bojd, a hoary old Lo 
cofoco, was one ol the bitterest traducers and re- 
vilersof Mr. Clay up to the tune ol Ins last sick- 
ness aud death. In i-ll. Boyd Was the last of 
the ca.umniators of the great statesman of Ash- 
land, who revived and reiterated in Congress the 
stale charge against him of bargain, sale aud cor- < 
rnpion in the election of John (J Adam- to the 
Presidency. Yet ("apt. Simms voluntarily with 
drew his name as a competitor ot Boyd lor ihe 
D* mocratic nomination for Lieut. Governor, and 
is now one of Ins supporters for that office. 

Capt. Simms on Know Nothings. — Captain 
Simui- denounced the Know- Nothing ptr y, as he 
termed it, and its nomination Ol A. K Marshall 
lor Congress. Has the Captain ai y friend "new 
or old" who doubts that ll the Know-Nothing 
C invention, had tendered that nomination to 
him, on condition that he should become a mem- 
ber ol that order, that the Captain would have 
accepted the ie. ms in double quick time, and have 1 
become a follower of "Sam." If there be such 
a Ir end he is a yreen one. 

Capt. Simms wo the Old Line Whigs. — I 
Captain Simms esid in Ins speech in Paris, that he 
was supported by as gooo aud true old-i. e 
Wings as there were in the county, and in a sub 
sequent part of it, that he had been a Whig on 
principle. Benedict Arnold lignalistd his support 
of the American Hi nig cause in the Revolution- 
ary War on L ike Chtmplain, bet re toe walls of 
Qoebec, and on the plains of Saratoga, tie af- 
terwards offered to sel the Americas arm> post i 
ed at West Point to King George 'lie HI, and 
thei. went over to the enemy.

| slavery question. At one time we have them 
pretermiting the expression of opinion upon the 
i power of Congress to legislate upon slavery in the 
; Territories, but giving an opinion that il such 
I power belonged lo Congress it ought not to be 
; exercised. We find them now abandoning alt 
\ those opinions and doctrines with a willowy sup. 
! pleness characteristic of insincerity, and reckless 
1 repudiation of principles and mea-ures, to suit the 
i times, and their obsuso notions of what would be 
most popular, and what would best win before the 
people. I eann <t refrain here from giving you 
! a single instance of the facility with which thev 
change their opinions, which occurred in my own 
county. On the 10th day of January last, the 
Opposition party in Cumberland coumy held a, 
county meeting for the purpose of sending dele- 
gates to the convention to assemble in Louisville 
the 22.1 of February following, to nominate can 
didates tor their State ticket.

on the quo.t'on of ibrrerj in the Stale or territori 
wherein it does now, or m.»j hereafter exi.t, hut tne 
power to control il biduit^s lo the 6o«o./S leitissits, 

and not merely rosidsats of" the Territories and 
States. 

There we have the opini n expressed, in un 
mi-lakable and unequivocal terms, that Con<ires» 
has no poteer to leyiilalc upon the subject of 
sla'r.mj eilh. r in the State or Territories when 
in it no* exists or may hereafter exist. We i ave 
here a positive assertion that the power to control 
the eaSSttsa BSSfs in the bona fide citizens of the 
States or Territories. Such was the opinions of 
the Opposition party of Cumberland county upon 
the l 'tli day of last January, as expressed in 

these resolutjoos. We find by reference to their 

preamble that the meeting was large and enthu- 
siastic; we also find troin the preamble that the 
resolutions offered by the committee were unaui- 
measly adopted; no member of the Opposition 
present at that meeting but what indorsed and 
adopted that resolution, or its passage could not 
have been unanimous.

A short statement of this case appeared last 
week; but I more full report being desired, is 
now given: 

Pending the motion to record the will of 
Richard ilulchm.rs, of Clarke county, Charles 
Bginton, one of the counsel for the will, was, 
by consent, first appointed curator, and sub- 
sequently administrator of the estate. The 
devisees reviewed the allowances made by 
the Clarke County Court in the liotti bun Cir- 
cuit Court, and which were there .siiltained; 
tlie fee as counsel lor the will was also, by 
consent, detenu i tied in the same case, upon 
boti of which points the devisees appealed. 

Toe court, per Judge Duvall, held — 

This is in many of its aspects an extraor- 
dinary case. When the estate of Mulchings 
was committed to the hands of the adminis- 
trator, it was appraised to a little over <-'>,- 
000, including land, slaves, and personalty. 
At the termination of the contest about the 
will in 1834, the entire estate was worth up- 
wards ol £1)4,1 ■ » >, showing an increase in value 
of nearly $.'(8,000 ; and whilst, it is true, 
thit much of this increase is to be attributed 
to a change in the times, and a gradual and 
general appreciation in the value of property 
from the year 1817 to 1854. it is also unques- 
tionably true that much of the increase is due 
to the fidelity, skill, attention, and care with 
which this estate was managed by the admin- 
istrator during that period ; that the slaves 
were hired for the very highest prices; that 
the best homes were selected for them; that 
the administrator was unremitting in his 
attentions to such as at any time or for any 
reason stood in need of his personal care; that 
t le physical and moral condition of all the 
slaves was greatly improved hy his exertions, 
and that such improvement was especially 
manifested at the time they were sold, in their 
general appearance, and in the extraordinary 
prices at winch they sold, are facts attested on 
almost every page of the record, and conceded 
by the appellants and their counsel. His 
judicious and prolitable management of the 
real estate is also approved and admitted. 

The witnesses all concur as to the amount 
of time, laUir, tiouhlc, and responsibility 
which the ma lagement of this estate necessa- 
rily involved, and none of the witnesses who 
had the personal knowledge of the facts esti- 
mate the compensation to which the adminis- 
trator was entitled at less than the amount 
allowed, and many of them at a great deal 
more. 

It has lieen decided bv this court, that in 
order to make their allowances uniform, courts 
of equity, have fixed a pur Centum upon the 
amount of the estate received and disbursed, 
by which they are governed in ordinary cases; 
but that neither the rule, nor the rate per 
centum, can be applied lo all cases; but that 
whatever the form in which the allowance 
may be made, its justice is the main inquiry, 
and that the allowance lixed by the court be- 
low, unless an evident abuse or authority and 
discretion is shown, will not lie disturbed. 
( Wood uml wife vs. fee, 5 Mon., 04.) 

The proof in this case wholly fails to show 
such an abuse of authority or discretion on the 
part of the county .Judge who made the allow- 
ances originally, or on the part of the Circuit 
Court who approved them, as to authorize the
